Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 120.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Havens 
(5,296,769). Havens discloses a motor-fan assembly (20), for use in a floor care 
appliance, that includes a housing (27), an armature (23), and a diffuser (25) in the form 
of a disc-shaped plate having a lower surface (35), a first plurality of vanes (37) located 
on the outer periphery of the plate, and a second plurality of vanes (36) located on the 
lower surface (35) of the plate. The first plurality of vanes (37) are airfoil shaped and 
angled downward to direct the flow towards the lower surface through apertures (38) in 
the periphery of the plate. Also, the second plurality of vanes (36) and spiral shaped. 
Further, Havens' diffuser reduces turbulence-induced noise (Havens column 5, lines 13- 
37). 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents issued to Poon, Finkenbinder and Gilliland are cited 
as the state of the art.
